Creditors Take Over Peoria 
Plow Company with Crit- 
icism of Audit Methods, 


SLAP BROKER BOOMERS, 


Fears regarding the condition of the Avery 
company of Peoria, one of the large farm im- 
plement manufactories of the middle west, 
were fully realized yesterday. The stock~- 
bolders who gathered for the annual meeting 
were informed that an “extension commit- 
tee "—which appears to be a euphemism for 
a creditors’ committee—had been appointed. 
lt will supervipe the affairs of the company 
through 1914 and probably longer. 

The committee is headed by F.O. Wetmore, 
vice president of the First National bank of 
Chicago, with Don A, Mouiton, vice president 
of the Corn Exchange National bank, and 
dames McCiuney of the commiercial paper 
frm of MoCluney & Co. a8 the other meni- 
bers. The company had little to say regard- 
ing tne affair, for the committee, rep. esent- 
ing the principal creditors, walked in and 
took possession. | 

Issue Formal Statement. 

Also the committee issued a formal state- 
ment. While taking pains to exonerate the 
company officials except for errors in judg- 
ment, particularly in paysng unwarranted 
dividends, the bankers point out some giar- 
ing variations in statements of proait, which 
they attribute to “ incompetency " in the 
Avery auditing department. 

Less than six weeks ago, when the bankers 
were becoming worrled over the inflation of 
the Avery credit and the peculiar nature of 
some extraordinary claims by Chicagoans 
interested in booming the stock, inquiry was 
made of the officers. They admitted profits 
for 1918 were not $800,000, as previously es- 
timated, but asserted they would exceed 
$700,0u0. The bankers stepped in, examined 
the bookes, and found proiits were $138,160— 
less than one-fifth of $700,000. 

In October the company issued its state- 
ment, estimating $605,928 as the profits of 
nine months’ operations. The difference be- 
tween this amount and the actual profits for 
the entire year, as determined by competent 
auditors, is $517,762.

“ After the first report had been completed 
by Price, Waterhouse & Co., the officers of 
the Avery company still insisted that the 
figures of the accountants were wrong, but 
after another examination the fact was de- 
veloped that by reason of the incompetency 
in their own auditing department and their 
incomplete cost system they were entirely 
misied with respect to the amount of the real 
profits. The committee have no reason to 
believe that there was any intention on the 
part of the officers of the Avery company 
to mislead any one. 

“The officers admit the inventories show 
the company is overstocked in that it has 
on hand about $1,000,000 more of product 
and raw materials than it should have under 
normal conditions.

On occasion of first shipment I was noti- 
fied that it is not permissible to send 
dutiable goods in sealed packages through 
the mail. They might be sent by parcel 
post and would be cleared all right. 

I have had several shipments since then 
but they never arrived by parcel post, al- 
though sent by the shipper that way. The 
sender on my suggestion placed a big in- 
scription on parcel, “parcel post,” but 


the package would go that way only te 


New York, where €m express company 
takes them and pastes over the inscription 


its own paster. 

Not only do they charge for their un- 
cought services, but the delay ts incredible. 
I cannot see why the customs, maintain- 
ing, as they do, a bureau wth appraisers, 
could not pass on the shipments, and why 
they should werve as agcnts for the ex- 
press end brokers companies.

Subse- | 
quently the controlling eight presented a res- 
olution to change the decision of the chair 
by “amending the minutes” to show the 
first resolution was “‘carried.””
